ORAL ORDER 

The election for the merbership of the 
Council of State (Rajya Sabha). was held in 
November 1996 at Gandhinagar and Shri 
Yoginder Kumar Bhagatram Alagh was on 
23-11-1996 declared electcxl. The petitioner by 
this petition challenges the validity and legality 
of the election. 

2. In brief, the case alleged by the aforesaid 
petitioner is that ho is the citizen of India and 
resides at Gandhinagar in Gujarat State Shri 
V. H. Dave, the Returning Officer (respon¬ 
dent) pursuant to Section 29(1) of the Repre¬ 
sentation of the Peoples Act, 1951 (for short, 
the Act’) issued the notification on 13lh Nov¬ 
ember 1996 to fill-up the vacancy occurred be¬ 
cause the resignation of Shri Kanak Singh 
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Mohan Singh Mangoria. The petilioner who 
was keen to contest the election obtained nomi¬ 
nation form. He was required to be supported 
by at least 10 electors. The last date to submii 
the nomination form, duly filled in was 20tli 
November, 1996. The petitioner could not file 
his nomination form because within the time 
limit he could not obtain signatures of to 
electors proposing his name. On 21-11-1996 
he could know reading the notice displayed on 
notice board that the nomination papers rece¬ 
ived were to be scrutinised shortly. He could 
also know the details and particulars furnished 
by those who had filed their nomination form. 
He was of the view that with meticulous care 
the nomination forms were required to be scru¬ 
tinized, as he could note several information. 
He therefore on 22-11-1996 went to the ofiicc 
of the respondent, but the respondent was not 
available. He liowever handed over his objec¬ 
tions to the member of the staff in the office. 
On 23-11-96 nomination forms were scrutiniz¬ 
ed. On 24-11-96 owing to holiday the ofiicc 
was closed. On the next day he went to the 
office but the respondent was on leave. He 
went to telegraph office and sent telegram to 
the Election Commissioner at Delhi requesting 
him to take appropriate action stating that he 
had filed the objectons. the same might be per¬ 
used and considered, as notified the nomination 
form of Mr. Alagh only was found in order 
but he was the member of political party viz.. 
United Front, before contesting election as 
independent candidate he had not resigned as 
the member of that party, ten signatures of 
proposers obtained by Mr. Alagh were not con¬ 
sistent with law, the M.L.A. of Gujarat could 
not in law support him, and that Shri Alagh 
was not the resident of 45, Surdhara Bangalow, 
Manilaxmi Co-op. Housing Society. Thaltej 
Ahmedabad, and numbers of facts were con¬ 
cocted. The petitioner also urged to grant him 
the opportunity to submit before 30-11-1996 
as the said day was the day fixed for declara¬ 
tion of the result. As no other nomination form 
received on 23-11-96, Mr. Alagh was declared 
elected uncontested. The petitioner then pre¬ 
sented this petition challenging the election 
held. 

3. On perusal at the time of presentation, 
it was found that the petition was not main¬ 
tainable for want of necessary parties. Hence 
notice to the respondent was issued. Mr. M.R. 
Anand, the learned Government Pleader ap¬ 
peared and resisted the petition. According to 
him only the voicr or candidates could file the 


petition. The petitioner was not the candidate 
and certainly not the voter. The respondent wji-j 
neither necessary nor proper party. The petj- 
lioner had not joined Mr, Alagh against whom 
the order was sought and whose election vva.s 
challenged. He then urged not to take cogni¬ 
zance but to reject the petition. The petitioner 
made it clear that he did not wish to join Mr. 
Alagh. the respondent had done the wrong set¬ 
ting the provision of law at naught, and fur¬ 
ther showing undue favour to Mr, y\.lagh, and 
so he would like to have necessary order aga¬ 
inst the respondent alone on the above stated 
case, he alleged in his petition. 

4. The moot point that arises for considera¬ 
tion is who arc the necessary parties to such 
election petition and if there is non-joinder 
thereof what consequences in law follows. One 
must therefore bear on mind the relevant provi¬ 
sion of the Act. Section 82 of the Act the rele¬ 
vant provision, runs as under : 

“82. Parties to the petition. A petitioner 
shall join as respondent to this peti¬ 
tion;— 

(a) where the petitioner, in addition to 
claiming a declaration that the elec¬ 
tion of all or any of the returned 
candidates is void, claims a further 
declaration that he himself or any 
other candidate has been duly elect¬ 
ed, aU the contesting candidates 
other than the petitioner, and where 
no such further declaration is claim¬ 
ed, all the returned candidates; and 

(b) any other candidate against whom 
allegations of any corrujit practice 
are made in the petition." 

5. A plain reading of the section indicates 
that all the contesting candidates other thar^ 
the petitioners and returned candidates and 
other candidates, against whom allegations arc 
made are the necessary parties. It further ap¬ 
pears that non-joinder of such necessary par¬ 
ties is certainly fatal, but misjoinder of un¬ 
necessary party stands on a different footing, 
tt has been held in the case of Jyoti Basu and 
others v. Debi Ghosal and others—AIR 1992 
S.C. 983 th:.t no one may be joined as a party 
to an election petition otherwise than as pro¬ 
vided by Ss. 82 and 86(4) of the Act, It fol¬ 
lows that a person who is not a candidate may 
not be joined as a respondent to the election 
petition. In another case of B. Sundara Rami 
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Reddy v. Election Commissioner of India and 
others—1991 Supp (2) Supreme Court Cases 
624. the Supreme Court has in clear terms 
held that the Election Commission is not to 
be impleaded as a respondent because he is 
neither a necessary party nor a proper party. 
Section 82 of the Act governs the situation 
and Order I, Civil Procedure Code is not ap¬ 
plicable qua the joinder of necessary parries. 
Holding further the concept of ‘proper party’ 
is and must remain alien to an election dispute 
under the Act. Only those may be joined as 
respondents to an election petition who are 
mentioned in Section 82 and Section 86(4) 
and no others. However desirable and expe¬ 
dient it may appear to be, none else shall be 
joined as respondents. In view of these deci¬ 
sions, what is clear is that except the above 
stated persons namely the candidates to the 
election as mentioned in Section 82 of the Act, 
no other persons are required to be joined as 
parties to the election petition, and if joined, 
they can be deleted at any stage. 

6. In this case, only the Returning Officer 
is joined and the returned candidate. Mr. Alagh 
is not at all joined against whom the order is 
sought or whose election is sought to be set 
aside. The Returning Officer being not the 
necessary party and Mr. Alagh being necessary 
party not joined, the petition on that count re¬ 
quires to be rejected. 

7. On query, the petitioner submitted that 
he would not like to join Mr. Alagh as party 
because his allegations were against the Re¬ 
turning Officer and therefore the petition 
might be entertained as allegations against res¬ 
pondent are made. In India, unlike England, 
the Returning Offieer is invariably a high offi¬ 
cer of the Government and he cannot be made 
a respondent in any case. It has now been uni¬ 
formly held that the Returning Officer is not a 
necessary party to the election petition even 
though allegations of irregularity or illegality 
alleged to have been committed by him during 
the election and at the time of counting have 
been against him. This is what is also held in 
the case of Kosalaram Kt V. Santhosham - AIR 
1969 Mad. 116 which is laying down a sound 
law. It may be therefore mentioned that the 
mere allagation about the irregularities or mis¬ 
conduct on the part of the Returning Officer 
during the election may be necessary for attac¬ 
king the decision of the officer, but that by 
itself will not made him a necessary party to 
the proceeding. Ordinarily, therefore, the Rc- 
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turning Officer or the officer concerned with 
the election are produced as witness in case 
where allegations of irregularities or illegalities 
committed by them are. made in the election 
petition in support of a prayer; This is what is 
also made clear in a case of Murarka Radhey 
Shyam Ram Kumar V. Roop Singh Rathore 
and others—AIR 1964 S.C. 1545. In view of 
these authorities giving a clear cut answer to 
the contentions raised, the petition must be held 
had for want of necessary parties. Consequent 
upon which the petition on that count is liable 
to be rejected. 

8. On another count also, the petition must 
fail at the threshold. Ae per Section 81 of the 
Act, the election petition can be presented by 
one or more of the ground specified in Section 
(1) of Section 100 and Section 101 to the 
High Court by any candidate at such election 
or any elector within 45 days from the decla¬ 
ration of the result. It is also in the section, ex¬ 
plained that the ‘elector’ means a person who 
is entitled to vote at the election to whiclt the 
election petition relates, whether he has voted 
at such election or not. Section 81 therefore 
abundantly makes it clear that either the voter 
or the candidate at the election can file the 
petition and no one else. Admittedly, the peti¬ 
tioner is not the elector because he is not the 
member of the Legislative Asscjubly of 
Gujarat. It may also be mentioned that the 
petitioner could not file the nomination form 
and therefore he cannot be termed as candi¬ 
date to the election. He is simply a citizen. In 
view of this fact. Section 81 operates against 
the petitioner. The petitioner has, therefore, no 
locus standi to prefer the petition even if the 
grounds alleged by him may appear laudable. 

9. For the aforesaid reasons, the petition 
cannot be admitted and the other side cannot 
be called upon to meet with the allegations 
made in the petition. The petition at the thre¬ 
shold requires to be rejected. The petition is, 
therefore, rejected with no order as to cost.
